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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant has argued that Wang does not teach 
the new feature of amended claims 6 and 7. The Examiner respectfully disagrees. Wang teaches computer programs for modules 140 
(systems control unit) and 145 (data analysis module) in columns 13-22. Table 4 shows a prgram that provides an alarm when a system 
error occurs. Therefore, the Examiner submits that Wang discloses the new feature of amended claims 6 and 7. As for the 103 rejection 
of claims 3-5 and 7, Applicant has argued that motivation is lacking for combining the references because the references comprise non- 
analagous art. The Examiner again disagrees. In response to applicant's argument that is nonanalogous art, it has been held that a prior 
art reference must either be in the field of applicant's endeavor or, if not, then be reasonably pertinent to the particular problem with which 
the applicant was concerned, in order to be relied upon as a basis for rejection of the claimed invention. See In re Oetiker, 977 F.2d 1443, 
24 USPQ2d 1443 (Fed. Cir. 1992). Applicant has also noted that the Examiner concedes that Borders does not teach a reactor system. 
The Examiner again concedes this, but also notes that Wang does not just teach a "reactor system". Wang also teaches a control system 
that provides control of the device through a graphical interface. This is what Borders also teaches - a graphical interface that allows for 
input of commands through the screen - as does Wang. Borders contains an additional feature of reminding the user which menu 
selection has been selected. As previously stated, the Examiner submits that one of ordinary skill in the art would recognize this as a 
desirable feature in a control system that displays and receives information on a touchable screen. This meets ths "reasonably pertinent" 
criteria listed above for analagous art .
